German Drive 
on Moscow 
Is Indicated 


Move Seen as 
Cover-Up for 
Hitler's Failure 
at Leningrad

A vast new offensive with Moscow | 


i.Jperhaps as its principal goal and the 


seige of Leningrad r-ubordinated ap- 
peared emerging Monday on the long 
eastern front. 


Authorized sources in London which 


have; been calling Ihe lurn of the gi- 


[ jjantic. struggle, said -the offensive on 
'''•ti^'vcry considerable".' Scale" had been 


launched along the front with pos- 
sible exception of the Leningrad area 
where German activity seemed to have 
dwindled. 


The offense may be the giganlic 


(((operations of which Adolf Hiller hint- 


ed in a spcach last Friday. At least 
that was the line lakcn by German 
commentators. 


Berlin Silent 
Berlin, however, gave no indica- 


tion of the goal of the new drive and 


''xommentators close to officials said 


operations were so great as to be 
similar to the opening of a new cam- 
paign. 


There was speculation in 
London 


that the major objeclive was the Rus- 


'Jf'ian capital with the attack devclop- 
'ing from the area of Roslav, 230 miles 
soulhwesl of Moscow. 


The German high command, hold- 


ing ils council iis customary, devoled 
most of its communique to the Len- 
ingrad aclion saying lhat Russian at- 
'Jiompls to land forces west of that 
city had been crushed. 


Drive Said Smashed 
The Russian move on the outside of 


Leningrad seise lines was apparently 
timed wilh a thrust from the inside 
,^y Germans said "it loo was shallcr- 
' ed witli heavy and bloody losses to 


the Russians. 


"Troops which landed were wiped 


out or taken prisoner," the commun- 
ique said "several heavily laden ships 
were sunk and 22 tanks destroyed." 
' On the German air front (lie high 
command announced thai a Russian 
port on the sea of Azov was bombed 
along with important traffic junctions 
West of Moscow, military objectives 
in Leningrad and a 2,500 British ves- 
t>el was sunk 250 miles west of BresJ 
and a British military emplacement 
bombed in the Shetland islands. 


If Moscow is the major goal of the 


new German drive Adolf Hitler might 
augment it by shifting some of the 
Leningrad seige forces if he is con- 
vinced thai Ihe Russians can be con- 
tained there. 


Some London observers were in- 


clined to ask whether the indicated 
Moscow push were not a part of an 
eloboratc sham lo cover up Ihe fail- 
*4ire lo take Leningrad with the "over- 
whelming swiftness of which they 
once boasted." 


Commentators expressed the belief 


that there were small changes in the 
stabalizcd seige in Ihe defense of 
iUlessa, a cily long since by-passed 
by Ihe German drive.

Control — How'll 
You Have It? 


Who will not control himself must 


be controlled. 


If everybody could, or would, con- 


trol himself in his relations with other 
people, there would not need to be a 
single policeman in the world. 


Policemen, the world has regretful- 


ly found, are necessary. Why? Be- 
cause there arc a ccrlain number of 
people who cannot, or will not, ex- 
ercise such control over themselves 
and Iheir acts as make others reason- 
ably safe. 


Why is a free country free? Be- 


cause, by and large, it's people have 
managed to exert enough self-con- 
trol, self-discipline so lhat their af- 
fairs are run without continual con- 
trol from outside, or above. 


The American people now have a 


magnificent opportunity to show them 
selves worthy of freedom from strict 
control. The country admittedly faces 
certain dangers, and not the least of 
them is Ihe danger of runaway prices 
and inflation. 


There is talk of government price- 


fixing government setting of wages, 
government 
limitalions on 
profits. 


Why? Because if there are no limita- 
tions on those things, ipflation is in- 
evilable, a common disaster dragging 
till down with it. The slale is bound 
lo protect against such disasters in 
.one way or another. 


Nobody wants complete state con- 


trol. Farmers don't want stale-scl 
[jriccs. Workers don't want state-set 
wages, to say nothing of state-set 
hours and job locations. Manufac- 
turers don't want statc-sel limits on 
profits, any further controls. How to 
avoid them? 


Self-control seems to be the only 


way. The farmers must not object to 
release of agricultural surpluses, even 
though that keeps prices down, and 
they must resist thai hankering for

Easy to Train Pilots 
Light Planes 
Good at Dodging

WASHINGTON — Army orders and' 


other important communications may 
be carried by "Grasshoppers" instead 
of being flashed by radio in wartime: 
if ideas being worked out in current 
maneuvers "jell". The Army's new 
"Grasshopper 
Squadron" consists of 


tiny cub planes. 


Because military observers of the 


U. S. army on European battlefields' 
have brought back stories of how easy 
it is for Ihe enemy to "jam" radio 
communications during battles, 
the 


army has been experimenting with 
the litlle planes as message-bearing 
substitutes. 


Taylorcrafts, Piper Cubs, and Ae- 


roncns were invited to participate in 
most oC the army maneuvers in var- 
ious suctions of the country during 
this summer and autumn. As mem- 
bers of the Grasshopper Squadron, 
they have been undergoing test runs 
with an eye to their extensive use. 


There Is a Three-Fold Job 
The small and very maneuverable 


craft are geared to a three-fold mis- 


ion: 
they carry messages from one: 


army CP (command posl) lo another. 
They are used to transport army of- 
ficers from one battleground sector 
lo another. And they arc being test- 
ed as observers and locators for artil-' 
lery fire. 


The aerial jeeps are not armed and 


they operate strictly in the rear of 
the fovwawrcl echelon. 


The cub planes .ire perhaps the 


easiest of all aircraft to pilot. What 
the army brass hats have in the back 
of their minds is to draw from the 
big pool of civilian pilots trained in 
the government - sponsored Civilian 
Pilot Training Program. It is believed 
that graduate pilols from this course, 
pilots with 30 to 35 hours of actual 
flying experience, can be intensively 
trained by the army for a few weeks 
—and then emerge as capable behind- 
the-lincs army pilots. 


During the Tennessee maneuvers 


and the lalcr Louisiana maneuvers, 
Ihe lillle planes operated wilh effect- 
iveness. Instead of being assigned to 
any one of Ihe major air lask forces, 
Ihe lillle planes were allotted to the 
army command posts out in the field. 


Took Off on Public Highways 
Under leafy camouflage they would 


remain near the commanding officer's 
tent, and when he had a message that 
ought to go to another CP, or to the 
corps headquarters, the

would be pushed out on the concrclc

Hurricane warnings were displayed 
from Everglades to Punta Gorda and 
ships in the path in the Gulf were 
advised to proceed with caution. 


The highest winds reported to the 


A'cather bureau throughout the pass- 
age of the storm from 1,000 miles out 
in the Atlantic through the Bahama 
Islands were 123 mile gust recorded 
at the Pan-American airways seaplane 
base near here.

British, U.S. 
Sources Indicate 
Such Offer Would 
Be Rejected 


CAIRO — (0>) — Adolf Hitler will 


make a new peace offer to Britain and 
the United States as well before the 
year's end according to information 
reaching here. 


Hitler, according to one American, 


recently returned from German con- 
trolled territory, is expected to be able 
within that time to announce that 
Russia has been put out of the war 
and state that he is going ahead with 
the "new order" on the continent and 
ignore England except to carry out 
reprisals against her for any bomb- 
ing done to Germany. 


It is expected that England after 


such a stalemate would accept peace. 


Would Reject Move 
This forecast is given considerable 


credence in both Britain and Amer- 
ican diplomatic quarters here but both 
were certain that the offer will be re- 
jected and the war will go on. This 
information 
comes 
from 
various 


sources. 


Americans arriving here said that 


a high Nazi official whom he had 
known for a long time again indicated, 
that "peace Briers'1 this time* wouTcTbe"' 
backed up with arguments which will 
make them consider it. 
' 


Full War on Russia 
Germany will concentrate her full 


war waging power against Russia in 
the next six weeks, it was indicated, 
in the hope that the Nazis will put 
the Soviet Union out of the war. All 
of Germany's possible strength would 
be turned on Russia. 


Hitler then can say he fulfilled his 


mission and established Germany su- 
preme on the continent and cannot be 
dislodged. 


8 Killed in

negroes enroute to church and a third 
by white persons, cost the lives of 3 
negroes and caused serious injury 
of Mrs. Garland Lawrence near Park-*- 
ing Sunday night. 


In all 17 persons received hurts in 


varying degrees in this accident.

state police as Charles Bedford, 44, 
Little Rock furniture factory employe 
was killed and woman 
hitch-hiker 


was injured in an accident near Brink* 
ley.

Dies at Age 84 


Appointed to Su- 
preme Court by Wil- 
son; Retired in 1939 


•WASHINGTON-W-Louis Dembitz 
Brandeis, retired Supreme Court jus- 
tice who was celebrated tor his liberal 
views, died Sunday night at the age 
of 84. 


Brandeis, appointed to the court by 


President Wilson and served for 23 
years, suffered a severe heart attack 
at his home here last Wednesday. His 
death resulted from a recurrence of 
the heart trouble which prompted his 
retirement February 1,1, 1939. 


His wife and two daughters, Mrs. 


Jacob Gilbert, a New York lawyer, 
and Mrs. Elizabeth .Rauschenbush, a 
member of the faculty at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, were at Brandeis' 
bedside when the end came a few min- 
utes before 7:30 p. m. 


Brandeis had been in ill health some 


years. He had occupied his time in re- 
tirement conferring with friends, writ- 
ing letters and advancing the cause of 
the Zionist movement, which seeks to 
re-istablish a Jewish 
homeland

Palestine.

will be necessary to take care of the 
feeding problem in connection with 
Increased production goals of live-

In meeting the 
goal for oats, barley may be used 
as an alternative in meeting the goal. 


The state's goal for oats planted 


for 1942 is 402,000 acres compared with 
an acreage of 150,000 acres planted 
for 1941, an'increase of 252,000 acres. 
The goal for Hempstead county as 
established by the County USDA De- 
fense Board is 3,897 acres. 


At a meeting held S&iur-ay morn- 


ing at 10 o'clock in the Courthouse 
by the County Defense Board, it was 
decided that letters together 
with 


pledge cards will be mailed to each 
producer in the county asking them 
to pledge themselves to plant a cer- 
tain number of acres of oats or bar- 
ley. Community meetings will also 
be held at an early date to explain 
the necessity of increasing the acre- 
age mentioned above for the purpose 
of National Defense.

O'Daniel'sNeck 
Is Still Out 


But the Texan 
Refuses to Pull 
It Back in

WASHlNGTON-Almost any senator 


or representative who comes to con- 
gress—and is worth his salt—has a 
cause. 


Sometimes the causes are motivated 


by sectional economy—the copper men 
from Arizona, the cotton men from 
the South, the dairy men from Wis- 
consin, et al. Sometimes the causes 
spring from no apparent reason at all; 
sometimes from campaign battles, or 
local legislative wars. 


Into this last category falls the case 


of W. Lee O'Daniel, the freshman sen- 
ator from Texas, wl»j has earned the 
unwieldy nickname of "Pass the Bis- 
cuits, Pappy" and has caused more 
raised eyebrows among old-lino pol- 
iticians than any one since the days 
of Hush Holt and the late Huey Long. 


There seems now to be no doubt 


about the string on which Senator 
O'Daniel is harping. It's not a new 
chord, but one that no federal legis- 
lator has been able to make music 
with yet. In O'Danicl's own words, 
his is a fight to tnke "force and 
violence," or the threat of same, away 
from "labor union racketeers." 


He's Tried Twice 
Before the ink was dry on the new 


senator's authorization to take his 
seat in the upper chamber, he chunk- 
ed a coal on the fire by introducing 
legislation to outlaw strikes in de- 
fense industries. 


As the senator himself explains it, 


"I introduced a bill in the United 
States senate that would make force 
and violence in strikes punishable by 
prison sentence. 
In fact, I intro- 


duced it twice; once as a bill and 
once as an amendment to another 
bill. The amendment was acted on 
and kilted by a voice vote of No's 
which sounded louder to me than the 
roar of a gang of rowdy professional 
politicians at the Beaumont (Tex.) 
convention. 


"After the roar subsided, I asked 


another senator to ask that the vote 
be reconsidered and the ayes and nays 
called for. 


"He said no, he would not do that, 


as there were too many senators who 
didn't want to make a decord of their 
votes on that question. I finally got 
Senator Eastland of Mississippi, who 
has been in the senate only about a 
month longer than I, to ask for re- 
considering and a vote ayes and nays,

Original plans, according to foreign 
military sources in Berlin, were to 
take the Ufcrnine, Leningrad, Mos- 
cow and Astrakhan, 1,700 miles from 
Berlin, by the end of August.

to reach its objectives, according to 
the foreign military quarters, a new 
time-table was drawn up. It called 
for capture of Leningrad and Mos- 
cow and an advance into the Cau- 
casus by the end of September. (Na- 
poleon reached Moscow September 14, 
but he didn't wage a campaign in the 
Ukraine at thtc same time, as has 
Hitler),

O'Daniel probably knows by 
now that it could lie there until the 
end of time. 


And Amendment, Yet 
That, no doubt, is why O'Daniel got 


the floor the other day and threw 
the senate (where form is formula, 
and you can argue any side of any 
question so long as you stay in line 
with tradition) another hot potato. 
He introduced a joint resolution for an 
amendment to the United States Con- 
stitution. 


The amendment would read; 
"No person shall be denied employ- 


ment because of membership in or 
affiliation with or resignation from a 
labor union; or because of refusal to 
join or affiliate with a labor union; 
nor shall any corporation or individual 
or association of any kind enter into 
contract, written or oral, to exclude 
from employment members of a labor 
union or persona who refuse to join 
a labor union; nor shall any person 
against his will be compellel to pay 
dues to any lobar organization as a 
prerequisite to or condition of em- 
ployment." 


There's more to it than that, but 


those are the essentials, and certainly 
enough to show, with what has gone 
before, that Senator W. Lee O'Daniel 
has got himself a cause.
